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Governor's Office - Interstate Extradition 
Purpose and History 
Interstate Extradition is a General Fund standing unlimited appropriation to the Governor’s Office to cover the expenses authorized 
by Iowa Code section 820.24 for the purpose of extradition.  The expenses include the fees paid to the officers of the state, and all 
necessary and actual traveling expenses incurred in returning a prisoner to another state or transporting a prisoner from another 
state to Iowa. 

Funding 
The amount budgeted for extradition expenditures has averaged $3,000 annually in recent years.
